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REPORT OF PRESIDENT: 


TOUGALOO, Miss., January 15, 1886. 
To Col. J. L. Power, Secretary Board of Visitors: 


. I herewith enclose our Treasurer’s report showing how the 
money received from the State has been expended:*"I hope it 
may meet the approval of the Board of Visitors, the Legislature, 
and his Excellency, the Governor. It is very expensive keeping 
up an institution with so many departments with an efficient 
Superintendent in each department. I think there is no one. 
item in the table of expenditures that will seem at all out of 
proportion unless it be in the amount allowed for labor, and-I beg 
you to consider the fact that there is necessarily an immense 
amount of labor required on a 500 acre farm and in and about a 
Boarding Institution, where from 100 to 175 are seatéd at the 
tables daily from October to June. The work in the kitchen, 
the pantry, the fruit room, the dining room, the sewing room,.. the 
dormitories and on the farm, is done almost entirely by students. 

Student labor of course is expensive, especially as'so much of 
it has to-be done under the eye of a teacher as a matter of training. 

Our Course of Study embraces twelve years. The departments 
are Primary, Intermediate, Grammar, College Preparatory, Nor-. 
. mal and Higher Normal. All the boys in the 7th year studies 
spend one hour each day during the entire school year, receiving 
class instruction in the carpenter shop. Here they learn the use 
of tools so they can do ordinary repairing. During the 8th year 
they spend one hour each day in the blacksmith shop during the 
fall and winter terms, and in the tin shop, during the spring 
term. ‘During the gth year they receive special instruction one 
hour each day upon agricultural topics. This is fully explained 
in the report of the’ Superintendent of the farm, which is ap: 
pended. After the class instruction in the shops for. two years, 
those who show a special taste for work with tools are taken into 
the different shops as apprentices if they desire. Here they 
work eight hours each day for two years, and attend night school. 
During two years more they work in the shops half of each day 
and attend school the other half, thus receiving three full year's 
instruction in the shops, and nearly two years discipline in theit 
studies, 

The girls are taught all kinds of house-work from basement: tc 
garret, including common house-work, cooking, canning inns 
laundry work, sewing, cutting and fitting. 
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All students are required to work one hour each day in or 
about the buildings or on the farm. 

During the two years in the Higher Normal Course cansider- 
able attention is given to "primary methods,” "school economy,” 
and "science of education," while the pupils practice teching 
primary classes under criticism. We hope some plan can we de- 
vised by which we can have a free Primary School so wo", can 
have a full and réguldr attendance in this department al the 
year so it can“be üsed constantly as a model school. 

Allow me to suggest the wisdom of making some sfeci./ pro- 
vision during the present sitting of the Legislature for the indus- 
trial-training of colored girls, to correspond to the provisions 
made by the last Legislature for the white girls of our State 

The school work of the. American "Missionary Association 
being entirely undenominational renders it possible for the State 
to work through our Committee in this direction when it could 
not consistently work through -any st:ctly . denomina ional 
' School. ` There are six Christian denominations zcprese..:ed : 3 our 
Faculty. I enclose the Constitution of the American M'ssicnary 
Association to call attention to the broad basis upon which it 
stands, and,üpon which it c; nducts its work. 

I wish to say in behalf of tie Trustees and Faculty of Touga- 
. loo University, that the genercus aid of the State and the kind- 
ness of our Visiting Committee is most highly appreciated and 
has enabled usto do work that we could not hive done without 


.. such aid and sympathy. I give below a lisc of instructors and a 


summary of students for the last school year. The present year 
opens better than it has in any previous year. . 
With the continued support of the Legislature, I feel confident 
. that Tougaloo University will do a work for the State of Missis- 
` sippi that in its good results, will be second to none of her schools.

To the- Rev. G. S. Pope, President of Tougaloo University : ; 


Sig :—I liave the honor herewith to present à report c of the work 
done in, the Agricultural Department during the year 1885: 

We have had under cultivation about seventy-five acres in corn, 
cotton, oats, rye, peas, "Irish and sweet potatoes, strawberrigs, 
orchard and garden. 

The general policy is to put such of the ‘bottom land as is 
liable to be too wet for cultivation, into condition to produce’ good 
crops of hay, and by means of terracing, deep plowing, turning 
. under pea vines, etc., together with ther use of as much barnyard | 
manure as can be made, from the cattle, hogs and other resources 
of the farm, enrich the uplands so that they will produce profita- 
ble crops. 

To add to our supply of manure, instead of purchasing large 
quantities of commercial fertilizer, we prefer to use cotton seed, 
both as a direct manure in compost, and also by feeding it in as 
large quantities as is-safe, and carefully saving all manure made 
by the cattle to which it is fed. 

The garden, orchard and strawberry patch! have supplied the 
school with large quantities of vegetables and fruit, besides some 

"fruit for shipping and turnips, etc., for stock feed. 
In order that we might have another cropin our rotation, and 
to show the effects of.deep plowing. on the crop, a few acres of 
cotton were planted this year. 
The yield was above the average, and in view: of the fact that 
: on most of the land, which, by the way, was in .only moderately 
good heart, no fertilizer-was used, it was considered very -'good, 
thus. showing, conclusively, the. effects of. deep and.thorough 
breaking and cultivation alone. 

Our six work animals have done, in addition to the farm work, 


ma 
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the hauling from Jackson, eight miles distant, of the supplies for 
the boarding department, also lumber and other material-forruse 
in the shops. 

To furnish the boarding department with milk and beef, as well 
as to give the studerts practical instruction in the care and use of 
stock on the farm, a herd of grade Jersey and Ayrshire cattle. is 
kept, including, also, some common stock from which to bréed 
the grades by use of thoroughbred males. 

From this, and from our herd of pigs, the farm is furnishing 
the meat for the school to the extent of 2,000 per month, at pres- 
ent, having during the fall erected a slaughter house, thus giving 
facilities for butchering, not possessed before. 

At this date, we have about seventy head of neat cattle, includ- 
ing calves, yearlings, etc., and the same number of swine. 

As means and opportunity permit, we are supplying the farm 
with improved and effective implements of tillage, so as to give 
the students instruction in their use, as well as to facilitate the 
farming operations. 


Considerable.interest is manifested among the young men in . 


the work and appliances upon the farm, since a large proportion 
of them belong to the agricultural population of the State. 

Class instruction in the principles and practice of agriculture 
is also given, taking up subjects in all branches of farming from 
the cultivation of the soil in general, the saving, application and 
effects of manures to gardening, fruit growing, and the breeding, 
raising, care and management of cattle and other farm animals. 

At the Fair held in Jackson last October by the Colored State 
Fair Association, an exhibit from.'the farm was made which at- 
tracted considerable attention. The exhibit embraced. articles 
from nearly all departments of the farm, and premiums were 
taken in most of the different classes, including the special pre- 
mium for the best display of agricultural products, including cat- 
tle from any one farm. 

A part of this exhibit was, at the request of the State Commis- 
sioner, removed to the Exposition at New Orleans.

l [EXTRACT FROM GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.] 


“The Board of Visitors of the Tougaloo University report 
that this excellent school for the education of colored youth con- 
tinues in a highly flourishing condition. The attendance for the 
past year, in all the departments, was 219. 

“During the past two years, an industrial department has been 
added; and four of the leading mechanical pursuits of this sec- 
_ tion, to-wit: blacksmithing, wagon-making, carpentry and tin- 
smithing are now being successfully taught under the direction of

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skilled workmen. At the Commencement of 1885, and at the 
Colored State Fair held at Jackson, the University made exten- 
sive and creditable exhibits, which have been transferred to the 
Exposition at New Orleans. There is an increasing desire on 


the part of the colored students to acquire a thorough knowledge ` 


of farming and housekeeping. or some trade that will qualify 
them to make a support after they leave the Institution. This is 
a hopeful and promising feature that should be encouraged. "The 
managers ask for an additional appropriation of one thousand 
dollars to provide shops for the trades named, but I recommend 
only the usual appropriation -of three thousand dollars for each 
year; to be expended under the direction of the Board of Visit- 
ors and Managers i in such way as will best promote the efficiency 
of the University. 

*The American Missionary Society has nearly sixty thousand 
dollars invested in this Institution, and the Society assumes and 
is responsible for its. maintenance; nevertheless, it confidently 
relies üpon assistance from the State, and highly appreciates the 
substantial sympathy and assistance thus far extended.” 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. This Society shall be called the American Mission- . 


ary Association. 

ART. II. The object of this Association shall be to conduct 
Christian missionary and educational operations and diffuse a 
knowledge of the Holy Scriptures in our own country and other 
countries which are destitute of them, or which present open and 
urgent fields of effort. - 

Arr. III, Members of evangelical churches may be constituted 
members of this Association for life by the payment of thirty dol- 
lars into its treasüry, with the written declaration at the time or 
times of payment that the sum is to be applied to constitute a 
designated person a life member; and such membership shall 
begin sixty days after the payment shall have been completed. 
Other persons, by the payment of the same sum, may be made 
life members without the privilege of voting. 

Every evangelical church which has within a year contributed 
to the funds of the Association, fand every State Conference or 
Association of such churches, may appoint two delegates to the 


Annual Meeting of the Association; such delegates, duly attested ` 


by credentials, shall be members of the Association for the year 
for which they were thus appointed. 

Arr. IV. The Annual Meeting of the Association ‘shail be 
held in the month of October or November, at such time and 
place as may be designated by the Association, or, in case of its 
failure to act, by the Executive Committee, by notice printed in 
the official publication of the Association for the preceding 
month.

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Art. V. The officers’of: the Association shall: be a President, 
five Vice-Presidents, a Corresponding Secretary or Secretaries, a 
Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, Auditors, and an Executive- : 
CAMIS of fifteen members, all of whom shall be elected by 

allot. - 

At the first ‘Annual Meeting after the adoption of this Consti- 
tion, five members of the Executive Committee shall be elected 
for the term of one year, five for two years and five for three 
years, and at each subsequent Annual Meeting five members 
shall -be elected for the full term of three years, and such others 
as sháll be required to fill vacancies. 

Art. VI. To the Executive Committee shall belong the col- 
lecting and disbursing of funds, the appointing, counseling, sus 
taining.and dismissing of missionaries and agents, and the selec- 
tion of missionary fields. They shall have authority to fill all 
vacancies in office occurring between the Annual Meetings; to 
apply to any Legislature for acts of incorporation, or conferring 
corporate powers; to make provision when necessary for disabled 
missionaries and for the widows and children of deceased mis- 
sionaries,. and in general to transact all such business as usually 


appertains to the Executive Committees of missionary and other . -: 


benevolent societies. The acts of the Committee sal) be subject 
to the revision of the Annual Meeting. ` 

Five members of the Committee constitute a quorum for trans- 
acting business. 

ART; . VII. No officer shall be made a member of this Associa... 
tion who is not a member of some evangelical-church. 

ART. VIII. Missionary bodies and churches or individuals may 
appoint and sustain missionaries of their own, through the agency 
of the Executive Committee, on terms mutually agreed upon:- 

Arr. IX. No amendment shall be made to this Constitution 
except by the vote of two-thirds of the members present at an 
Annual Meeting and voting, the ‘amendment having been ap- 
‘proved by the vote of a majority at the previous Annual Meeting.
